France, frequently called the key to l!^ security of Western 


Europe, lacks today the will to fight even in its own defense. 
It is considered by Atlantic Pact military strategists to be one 


of the countries in Western Europe that would offer little resist­ 
ance if Russia suddenly launched a major military offensive 
against the West. 
This defeatism is based chiefly on the fear of the French 


people that their defense position is hopeless and w ill remain so 
for a number of years to come. 
W a r weariness in the French character and the undermining 


effects of the Communist peace propaganda campaign also have 
contributed to the spirit of defeatism. 
Thousands of French workers have signed Communist peti­ 
tions promising not to resist the Russian armies if they should 
invade France. 
A French cavalry second lieutenant said: "Soldiers as well as 


officers are fully aware that the Russians could not be stopped if 
they attacked France. W e all feel that it would be useless to 
resist.** 
A n army captain on leave from the occupation forces in G e r­ 
many said he and his colleagues thought that if war comes. 
France would be occupied quickly by Communist guerrilla Agist* 
era supplied by the Russians and reinforced by Soviet airborne 
divisions. 
"T h e general feeling among junior officers and the rank and 


hie of the army is that it would be useless to resist," this captain 
added. 
"N o t only is most of our equipment obsolete and our air force 


virtually non-existent, but we feel that there is nothing in Western 
Europe that could stop the IOO or 150 divisions which Russia 
could throw against us." 
Nearly all the French officers questioned said, however, that 


a few units of the French army, if properly led. would make rn 
"beau geste" for the honor of France no matter how hopeless it 
might prove to be. 
Reflecting this gallant viewpoint, a young French military 


cadet at the Polytechnic School in Paris remarked: 
"Except for the Communist cell that we know exists among 


us. we would all fight in the ’Corneille' spirit-—duty above all. 
" W e know resistance probably would be useless, but it is 


never stupid to make a beautiful gesture, 
live more useless the 


gesture, the more beautiful it is."
